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Architects Shdw 
English Film on 
Soil Reclamation 

Scotch Fanners 
And New Melhodt 
Are Featured 



' The feature picture last night 
In ■ the series of documentary 
films being shown every mon> 
day evening at 5.15 by the' 
Architectural Undcrgradu a t c s 
Society, was a British docu- 
mentary film entitled "They 
won the land." ' This is the 

fourth picture to be shown this 
year, and like the majority of 
its predecessors was shown in 
room 33 of the Engineering 
building. 

The picture dealt with the 
agricultural and pastoral de- 
velopment of Scotland, dating 
' fronf before the federation with 
England up to the present day. 
It started by showing the drain- 
Ing of the swamps and the 
clearing of the timber that fol- 
lowed the first quest for more 
arable land, tracing through 
the resulUng ravages due to 
sand and dust and then the re- 
clamation of the sandhills by 
the replanting of .'Umber and 
coarse grass. 

The thrift of the farmers in 
using every available square 
foot of their land, and the 
scientific draining of peat-bogs 
were outlined, and the movie 
closed on the latest develop- 
ments of clinics and travelling 
dispensaries for the treatment of 
animal and crop disesscs. 

The movie was noteworthy in 
that, unlike its predecessors it 
did not touch on the fields of 
town planning and housing pro- 
jectsr' but ' rather dealt with ' • 
what Professor Bland describ- 
ed, in a short talk after the 
film, as "The most important 
field of national reconstruction 
that is facing this country after 
the present war." He went on 
to emphasize that, in both East- 
ern and Western Canada, vast 
areas of land were being laid 
waste by ignorant handling and 
neglect, and said that some 
treatment along the lines of the 
American W.P.A. work was 
needed in the near future if 
the land were ever to be saved.

February the 27 has been pro- 
posed as the .date for the Gym- 
khana and "Military Taltoo 
which is being staged by the 
University on behalf of the "War 
Effort. In addition to demon- 
strating to the public At large 
exactly what is constituted by 
Military Training which Mc- 
Gill Students are undertaking, 
the display is also planned to 
raise a considerable sum of 
money for the student war fund. 

It is expected that students in 
training for all three branches. of 
the cervices will be on hand, and 
will offer demonstrations of all 
that they have learned. The major 
part of the display will be in the 
hands of the M.R.T.B.,'for in addi- 
tion to the routine work of drilling 
and physical training, the Battal- 
ion will also demonstrate the cor- 
rect way to handle a Brcn gun. 
These guns arc the standard light 
machine gun in use with the Sm< 
pire forces overseas, and are simi- 
lar to the ones bought by McGill 
with the proceeds of the Mile of 
Pennies drive earlier this year. An- 
other part of the program that is 
to be undertaken by the M.R.T.B. 
at the Gymlchana will be a mock 
battle, in which the use and dis- 
posal of troops and arms under 
actual- service conditions wUl Ue 
simulVted." ''' ' ' ' " ,' 

The Gymkhana, however, will 
not be entirely restricted to the 
men students at McGill. In order to 
make it a completely representative 
showing of the students' efforts and 
activities the coeds will also take 
a considerable part in the proceed- 
ings. The Red Cross contingent 
from thie R.V.C. will parade during 
the evening. In addition to this, 
the importance of fitness In war- 
time will be stressed by other girls 
who will' give a gymnastic display 
and an exhibition of a few of the 
forms of the modem dance. 

In between the displays of mass 
training there will be interval dis- 
plays of a lighter vein given by 
the band and ,the Glee Club, who 
will both offer musical selections; 
and a combined group from Army 
and Naval units, who will, in con- 
junction with the R.C.A.F. detach- 
ment of the CO.T.C. arrange a 
tableau. 

The athletic activities of the boys 

will not be overlooked during the 
evening, and there will be exhibi- 
tions of Indian club swinging and 
gymnastics. Demonstration bouts of 
boxing, wrestling and fencing will 
also be featured. 

In order to be able to accommo- 
date a good crowd, seating arrange- 
ments have l>een made to enable 
the gymnuium to seat over two 
thousand people, .the biggest crowd 
since it was builL Seats will be 
open to members of the student 
body and to the general public, and 
will sell for 50 cents each.

Speaking Ijist night before the 
Peoples* Forum, Dr. JtiUah*Hlixlcy; 
world-famed biologist and social 
philosopher, painted the broad out- 
lines of potential peace aims which 
he wished to have adopted within 
the next year as a weapon of war 
and a guide to reconstruction. 

These aims, Dr. Huxley stated, 
should afford something to fight for 
as well as against so far ' as the 
United Nations are concerned. They 
shoiild, he added, constitute an in' 
tegral part of our strategy. 

Enumerating the specific aims, 
the speaker classified them under 
three categories. Dealing with the 
social gains to be achieved within 
each country, he specified vast 
changes and noted that these were 
taking place today in war-time 
England. Co-extensive with these 
gains in human welfare, however. 
Professor Huxley said, should go 
equal gains in public responsibility, 
Discussing the international po< 
litical relationships which 'should 
follow the war If any world secur 
ity is to be secured, the famed bU 
ologist stressed the need for an in- 
ternational police force as a fool- 
proof system against aggression, 
l^is he stated, should be run on an 
international co-operative basis, 
using a pool of military bases and 
a pool of arms and armies. 

Insofar as the third war aim is 
concerned, the realization of a 
world organization of economies, he 
noted the need for the canallzaticn 
of all Investment towards the devel- 
opment of the world's backward 
areas so that their standards ot 
living may be put on a par witn 
those In the more developed parts 
of the world. Greater freedom of 
world trade and greater stability for 
mtemational economic transactions 
are^lso requbites, according to the 
tpeaker. 

Dr. Huxley commenced by defir.- 
mg the war as but an aspect of a 
full-dress international major . tran- 
sition from the "age of economic 
man'l to the "age of social man." 
The state, he declared, is now bound 
to Interfere with a greater variety 
of affairs within a nation. 
■ The great question. Professor 
Huxley stated, was the method in 
which this titinsformatlon is to be 
accomplished. It Is being accom- 
plished in Germany by totalitarian 
methods. T|ie only progressive way 
in which it diould' occur, he claim- 
ed, is strictly through democratic 
means. •. '• 

' Individual, people -and their wel- 
fare is the only "criterion of a uni- 
versal definition of democracy. 
Other countries which do not 
adhere lo the democratic principles 
only constitute a danger to us and 
a draf oa progress.

They, six of them, inhabit an 
apartment which is rented by 
Dotty, a rather vague member 
ot the group who supplies a 
great deal of the financial 
backing. Norman, the backbone 
of the little group, bolsters their 
morale with frequent quota- 
tions from Stanislavsky, the 
great drama critic. 

Kate Is a cynical young lady 
who has grown 'as callous as 
she is from frequent refusals 
received from' theatrical pro- 
ducers and casters, and George 
is somewhat disillusioned too, 
and his dry, subtle humour is a 
continual stream of ,^entertain- 
ment for the audience. 

And .'the>j^>,remaining two, 
against all prohibitions imposed, 
have fallen into a love they 
dare not reveal, and steal every 
moment when they think • no 
one is looking to enjoy a few 
seconds of bliss. 

Such is the situation when 
the play begins. Where it all 
goes from there forms a most 
intriguing story which it is 
worth while following - to its 
conclusion, "ntis anyone may do 
on Thursday, Friday, and Sat- 
urday next in Moyse Hall. '

McGill Team Wins 
Two^Debates of 
Trio at Toronto 



. Represented by Mervyn Weiner 
and Lloyd Henderson, McGill 
chalked another debating victory to 
its credit as it won the final contest 
at Toronto University' on Friday 
night. At Trinity. College the two 
McGlU' debaters upholding the af- 
firmative of the resolution "Re- 
solved that successful post-war re- 
construction involves the surrender 
of national sovereignty" won the 
last debate of the trio of debates 
which were held at Toronto. This 
victory gave them two triumphs out 
of three. 

Mervyn Webjer speaking first for 
:he affirmative' laid the general 
platform on which he axià his col- 
league Lloyd Henderson were fo 
argue against the Trinity College 
team. To have successful post war 
reconstruction wars must be elim- 
inated. To eliminate wars its causes 
must b^ removed, the causes being 
political and economic. 'Weiner 
dwelt on the political aspect. He 
drev/ the attention of the judges to 
the fact that a distinction must be 
drawn between internal and exter- 
nal sovereignty of a nation. 

Henderson, the second speaker 
for McGlll, dealing with the eco- 
nomic outlook, showed how. for

Iowa University 
Announces Plan 

Students' Gifts 
Aid Post-War 
Rehabilitation 



The University of Iowa last week 
announced a plan whereby suffi- 
cient money will be available to as 
sist former students who will, re- 
turn to the University to complete 
their studies after war-service. 

The Plan provides for a gift to 
such returning students of not more 
than $200, each. The money is to 
come from a fund made up of vo\- 
untary contributions of ten cenu 
a week from each student still on 
the campus. In this way it Is ex- 
pected that this semester alone, $10.- 
000 dollars will be collected. This 
money will be invested in United 
States Defence Bonds, and will be 
administered by the Committee on 
Student Aid at the University. 

A student in the Faculty of Law, 
Francis Weaver, is the originator of 
the Plan, which has received en 
thuslastic approval from the ^Co- 
ordinator ot College Activities of 
(he Division of Youth Activities of 
the Office of Civilian Defence. Co- 
ordinator James Ward is urging the 
adoption of the Iowa Plan in uni 
versifies throughout the country. 

The only requirements for bene 
fitting from the fund are, at lea»t 
six months' service in a U.S. armed 
force, attendance at the University 
of Iowa from October 15, 1&40 to 
the time of induction or enlistment,

SO YOU WANT TO KNOVV 
ABOtiT SOCIAL WORKt 

So you've never heard abàut that ybunceit 
of professions— social work— hsve y6u7 I don't 
wonder. Very few people hâve. For onë thing, 
it's a relatively new protetslon. tot Another-^ 
well, soda! workers are rather modest people. 
So far théy haven't talked much about the 
drama of cOelil Worké ïhéy haven't bothered 
to tell you about the glamour and advénlure 
which confronts them evéry day— about the 
Medical Social Worker, who helps pebplé face 
the reality of illness. Nor has the social worker 
in the family agency said much ab6ut thé help 
he or she (yOu ntéan yôu didn't know there 
weré meii in thé proMssion) giVes^tO î.péoplé 
whose lives ieeiM to be on thé iddks'hMâUÉé 6t 
marital difficulties, or unruly Children, of fin- 
ancial problems. And the children's and psy 
chlatric workers hàven'l adVettlscd milch thé 
work they do with problem children, or ehiU 
dren of "problent parenti," either. 

No, until now, social workers have been 
content to let board members do all thétr pub* 
liciiy, in the form of Slogans, to raise money 
at campaign time— "Oivé till it hurts!"— "It M 
your duty to givél" Confess now, isn't that 
about all yoU'Vc éVér heArd abOUt'sôêlal work- 
ers? By the limé wè'ré through. ydU'U pr6b* 
ably be peeved because we haven't told you 
more about us sOoner. Before that happens, we 
apologize. , ' ■ 

Now, however, With the war claiming àn 
alarmingly Increasing 'number ot us to work* in 
government departments, 6r to sérve in Eng- 
land, the need for more trained social work- 
ers Is becoming urgent. Wé suddenly réàiizô 
that we haven't been at All fair to yCu. It's 
your right to know all about us. 

The studenU who new circulate withm the 
hallowed halls ot thé old Faculty Club, n^ the 
Montreal School for Social Work repréaent a 
croBB-tectlon of Canadian life — both in back- 
ground and in university training. The Mari- 
times— Mount Allison, Quebec with Sir George 
Williams, Bishop's And McGlll, Ontario— Queen's, 
the Prairie Provltteea and their universities— 
thé school even boasts of'an OictOrd graduate 
among Its students. Their common interest lies 
In a desire to know Canadians and to wOrk 
with them to achieve a better life. Ëach has 
something to contribute, and all benefit by in- 
timato contact with représentative Cànàdlins. 

The courses which prepared the studénu for 
entrance to the School weré the sOciAl séiènces 
—economics, political science, sociology, psy- 
chology—with a smSttéring of the physical 
sciences on which they based their social 
knowledge— chemisUry, and more important, 
biology. A knowledge of history and literature 
gives perspective and orientation to thé stu- 
dent who it to deal with hiimim beings. All 
this can be summed up by saying that a student 
who enters the School for Social Work should 
have a broad understanding of human beings 
and their relaUonshlps, on which tO build addi- 
tional and mora ipecific knowledge of "What 
Makes Sanuny Run." , 

Do not assume, however, that we are all 
strait-laced moralists who learned about life 
from books. We wére all active in campus 
affairs, and some of us, particularly at McOill, 
have played leading rolts in student activities. 
We have loft our mark on the Studenla' Coun- 
cil, the Daily, the Scarlet Key, thé CAJi^ 
S.CM. and the SOelClogleai Society. 

But an adequate picture of what happens to 
the student who holds his nose and takes the 
fateful plunge into the rushing torrent of social 
work cannot bé given briefly. The tortuous 
and devious ways by which our Betty Co.éd Or 
Joe Collège Is transformed Itato à responsible, 
wcU-adJuitod person who Is able to périirm 
the exaoting^duUéijof thè social worker will be 
presented in à séries of articles to appear 
shortly. —K&.

Hurlén'lfbekey, And fihinney 

'Editor, McGill Daily: 

A writer recently stated that the 
game "English field hockey from 
Which ice hockey originated may bé 
considered art offspring from the 
Irish a sporty hurley. Hurley was 
played with shillelaghs (hawthorn 
sticks) and a ball. There wére about 
forty on éach team." 

Hurley was not played with a 
shillelagh but with a heavy round 
club, bent At the end, and a disk 
by a by 1 inches. This club wss 
heavy enough and Strong enough to 
shoot Or hurl thé disk soaring 
through the air with some force ahd 
speed. It sometimes soared hjgh, too 
high, because in scoring A game, 
the disk had to pass between the 
goal posts and rtol higher than fdur 
feet above the ground. Each pOst 
had A red flag at this height. 

Just imaghte forty piayefa on 
each aide. Eighty men spread all 
over the field In a violent game. If 
this were correct, would there not 
bé a great poesibility that when the 
disk was atnlck or hurled with 
some force and sent flylhg through 
the air, that one of the big crowd's 
heads might intercept It and result 
In a cracked cradium. Is It not a 
possibility that the writer visualiz- 
ed a game of "Shinney" but used 
the wrong word. Because I bélievé 
that not more than twelve men 
each side took part in a game ot 
Shinney. Shinney is a good Irish 
national game, played with a ball 
and a light stick shaped like an 
ordinary golf club, cut from the 
blackthorn or sloe ahd not the haw 
tree. Neither was the shillelagh cut 
from the hawthdm, but fr6m the 
oak which was Originally growing 
in the forests Ot Shillelagh. 

Years ago shinney was very pop 
Ular in and around Montreal We 
played it on the ground; and on 
skates wherever a patch of ice was 
to be found. When the old Mofalrcal 
High School stood at the comer of 
Dorchester and tlnivcrsity, once 
each year we played a game down 
on the river on Joe Beefs rink. Any 
number took part, maybe a hun- 
dred; and any sort ot wooden stick 
answered for a club. Thére^were 
broom handles, broken snewshéés, 
lather's eanei, tree branches aric 
old lacroise Sticks void of thé gut; 
and then "shinney on your own 
side" wSs the cry that continually 
rang throughout the game. 

Hurley on skates .was also played 
In Montresl about 1830. They used 
a rubber disk 4 x S x 1 inches and 
thé clumsy heavy hurley club with 
one side of the curve flattened, 

The game became very popular 
fori a while and malches were 
played between the city clubs and 
country elubs. This was In the days 
when the block of land between 
Sherbijpoke and St. Catherine 
streets from Union Avenue west, 
was still farm land; and the McGill 
Estate farm land extended down to 
St Catherine St and about twb 
blockii wide. Among the city clubs 
were the Dorehesters from around 
Dorchester and Bleury, Busby Lane 
Club, and one down around McCord 
Street .A couple of Ute country 
clubs were. the St. Lawrence from 
around St Lawrence and Sher- 
brooke; and another club from 
around Dorchester and Guy. The 
popularity of the game Soon waned 
t>ecause around 1870 the name hur- 
ley was no longer heard, but shin- 
ney was. 

Referring back to the first para- 
graph again. I wcmdër why tha 
writer thinks that English field 
hockey grew out of Irish hurley. 
Could not this Just aa likely have 
been thé other way around, cen- 
turies ago. .1 wonder wherefrom 
did the Scotch golf game originate, 
a dub swiping at an Object to be 
sent flying through tiie air. 

By a coincidence, Scotland, Eng- 
land, and Ireland each played a 
game In which a club swipes at an 
object and sands 'it flying towards 
a goal. All Identical aotlons, and 
yet what different, games. '

what source did they all have thSir 
origins, Take polo.-'a .^t in 
which a mallét is used to swipe a 
ball towarda a goal, and Id eroquet 
a mallet drives a ball towards its 
goal. In ahlnney a dilb drives a 
ball towards iU goal. I think that 
probably it was shinney^ that sug- 
gested the polo idea. In baseball or 
cricket, the ball is pitched towards 
its goal, with the object ot having 
it pass the batter. Curling, billiards, 
<luoit«, boys' marbles, David's sling, 
archery. Javelin throwing, tennis. 
In all of these the evidence is that 
man's power supplies the energy to 
driye an object towards its goal. In 
every case the same motive being in 
evidence. POWEIT an OBJECT and 
a GOAL, the fuildamerttat IdCa for 
all this was handed to us by pre- 
historic man wtién he shied a rock 
and goaled a rabbit for dinner, or 
killed sn enemy.

Dear Sir,— Although the Arts Un 
dcrgraduate Society Executive has 
stated its position on the letter it 
forwarded to the War Council, 
more thorough explanation of the 
nature of the letter is required. 

The letter, ai it stated, is negative 
■nd definitely non-conalructlve. As 
•uch, it represents neither the 
nature of the resolution which was 
passed nor the discussion which fol 
lowed. The essential point of the 
resolution and discussion, as has 
been pointed out by Thomas Mulll- 
aan, was to urge the War Council, 
in a constructive fashion, to obtain 
a clear definition of the .students' 
position relative to the war effort 
Implied in the resolution was sup 
port, not destructive criticism, of 
•what the War Council haa already 
accomplished. It was meant, too, to 
ahow the active interest of the Un- 
dergraduate Society in war acUvl 
ties on the campus. In a sense, it 
-anticipated the decision of. the 
American universities regarding 
student selective service, and the 
•hortening' of' essential war courses 
It is not necessary to belabour the 
point to find out where the miscon 
ceptions have developed. The issue 
and problems which the resolutions 
considered are vital; they deserve _ 
better fate than to be drowned In 
B aca ot campus politics.

economic subsistence, each naUon 
had to seek outside market and this 
foreign trade, like the foreign 
political policy of a nation, had to 
be eventually supported by pollll- 
cal or military force. Henderson 
brought in the Atlantic Charter as 
proof of his point by inferring from 
it that it was an international move 
and this removal of Uriffs, whldi 
is to be the economic basis for 
future peace entailed on the part of 
each nation involved a partial sur- 
render of national sovereignty. 

The negative team ^lald emphasis 
on the Inherent sovereignty of men 
individually as evinced In his home 
and societies and they inferred "so 
with the nation" and that it was 
impossible to eliminate national 
sovereignty consequently. They 
claimed the 'surrender of national 
sovereignty as an Idealistic expres- 
sion and Impossible in practice. 

In support of his arguments Hen- 
derson quoted such eminent per- 
sonalities as the Dean of Canter- 
bury, nte Archbishop of ' York, 
CUraieft^ Streit, Prime . Minister 
ChuMhlil^and President Roosevelt 
who all maintained like Woodro'w 
Wilson a super legislative body to 
settle international disputes In order 
to maintain peace and the mainten- 
ance of sjich a body necessitated 
some surrender of .national sov- 
ereignty on tiia part of efcli'natlon. 



The first speaker of the negative 
tried to show that man-kind is al- 
ways progressing and has over- 
come very serious problems in the 
past, such as slavery. He pointed 
that in the past attempts at world 
peace failed through poor leader- 
ship and public apathy. 

The second speaker of the affirm- 
ative dealt with the fantasy of the 
negative's solutions and tried to 
show' how the religious and racial 
differences of the world made 
world peace Impossible in our près 
ent state of clviiiziàtîbh. 

The next speaker for the Junior 
Board of Trade contended that 
progress depended on the dreams 
and visions of men and stressed the 
poisibillty of eliminating war, and 
showed that it as law had taken the 
place of force within the varlotu 
states it would do the same In the 
International field.

WOOD PULP- MANUFACTURE 

Pulp and paper is one of Canada's 
largest industries, particularly im- 
portant in wartime because of the 
foreign exchange it provides. EX' 
ports in 1940 were valued at |240,' 
000 of which $168,000 went to the 
United States. Next to gold and 
rubber, pulp 'and paper products 
yielded more United States dollars 
than ,any other commodity in the 
British Empire. 

The structure and chemical con- 
stitution of wood and its constitu- 
ents is not definitely known. It is 
about 50% cellulose in the form of 
long fibres, 30% llgnln which binds 
the fibres together and the remain 
dcr chiefly wdod sugars with some 
fats and resins. It is the cellulose 
fibres which are wanted. In paper 
and any of the other materials are 
undesirable. - 

Groundwood Process 
There are two main processes for 
preparing^ wood ■ pulp^nMchanlcal 
and chemical, wlih the'diemlral' be- 
ing divided again into three:— soda, 
sulphite, and sulphate or "Kratf 
processes. 

In the mechanical or "ground- 
wood" process the; wood Is torn 
apart by the abrasive action of huge 
grindstones, four to six feet lii 
diameter. Logs with the bark re- 
moved are pressed against the face 
of a slowly revolving stone and are 
soon reduced to pulp. This pulp Is 
diluted with water until it flows 
easily and passes through a series 
of screens to remove any knots, 
slivers, or untisually large btmdtes 
of fibres. . . 

No attempt Is made in ground 
wood pulp to separate the cellulose 
fibres from the non-cellulose ma' 
terial which continuea into the fin 
Ished paper. This paper is neither 
strong nor durable but can be made 
easily and cheaply and thus Is well 
suited for its chief 'use in news- 
print , 

Cbenleal Proeesa 

In the chemical processes the 
llgnln is dissolved out of the wood 
through the action of different 
chemical solutions. 

The treatment is similar in all 
cases. The wood Is firat cut into 
chips about tluree-quarters of an 
inch In length which are charged 
into the digestors — vertical steel 
cylinders up to SO feet high and 15 
feet in diameter. The cooking or 
digesting liquor Is poured over the 
chip mass an^ the^digestor is sealed, 
High pressure steani'is 'Ùm^ 
ted, raising the temperature to pro- 
mote the dissolving reactions. 

At the conclusion of the cook- 
any time from four to twelve hours 
—the digestor Is blown. A valve 
at.;the^ttom^is opened and the 
prèss'iirrïnsUlè* forces the contents 
out in 'a powerful stream into large 
tanks, where the steam separates in 
vast clouds from the pulp and spent 
liquors which are drained oft. 

After being washed, the pulp Is 
passed through a series of screens' 
similar to those in the groundwood 
process. 'Particularly pure soda and 
sulphite pulps are produced by 
bleaching with chlorine. Kraft pulp 
is seldom bleached. 

Soda and 'Kraft P r o ee s ae a 

In both the soda and kraft pro 
cesses an alkaline cooking liquor la 
used, the active constituent In the 
soda Uqitoi^^being sodium hydrox- 
ide and'Iir thTlcraft sodltim liydrox 
Ide and sodium sulphide. The ex 
pense of these chemicals necessl 
tatès a recovery systemV for. the 
waste liquors. In each process, 
these liquors, black In color, con- 
talnlnE'^miich organic matter, are 
corfcentrated and burned in a fur- 
naçc' where the sodium compounds 
are converted to the carbonate. The 
ash Is then caustlclzed with lime to 
give the hydroxide. In the kràft or 
sulphate . process the sodium ' stil- 
phlde/comes from the reduction in 
the furnace ' of sodltim sulphate 
added with the Uquori. 

Soda and Icraf t pulps differ con- 
siderably. Soda pulp Is composed 
of- short fibres giving little strength 
but an excellent finish and is thus 
suitable for book ^nd magazine 
paper while kraft pulp has unusual- 
ly long fibres giving great strength 
but inf erioi; snrfaee tfau% since H is 
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giving calcium bisulphite, tto at- 
tempt Is made in most mills to re- 
cover' spent sulphite liquors. 

Both the sulphite and kraft pro- 
cesses are best suited to coniferous 
wood while the soda proceu works 
well with deciduous trees. 

Sulphite pulp Is both ptue and 
strong and. has many uses. It is 
used to the extent of about 15 per 
cent, in newsprint and has displaced 
soda pulp in numerous other fields. 

The backbone of the Canadlari 
Industry is the groundwood prôccss 
together with the necessary sulphide 
pulp for newsprint. The kraft pro- 
cess has made remarkable strides 
In recent years due to increased 
uses and improved technical con- 
trol
